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Bomb scare proves fruitless 
- cost over $3100 


A bomb scare that brought four Sierra Madre 
police officers, approximately 25 Sierra Madre Fire 
personnel and the LA County Sheriff’s bomb squad 
Friday evening cost approximately $3100 and the 
squad found only a computer in the package. This 
amount does not reflect the time from businesses 
that firefighters lost. 

A Sierra Madre woman, who said she has “a 
bad relationship with her family,” all of whom live 
in another part of the country, notified the Sierra 
Madre Police Department that there may be a bomb 
in the post office. 

She said the box was sent from her stepfather 
and that she was concerned because she did not re¬ 
ceive many gifts from her family. 

“This is the third gift they’ve sent me in 22 


years,” she said. “Being nice and generous to me is 
not in their character.” 

She explained that she came from a “dys¬ 
functional family” and that she came to Sierra Madre 
1 Vi years ago. She is not working and depends on 
the family to survive. 

After her call, the police department advised 
the bomb squad and they responded. The area was 
evacuated by the police and fire department as twi¬ 
light settled in and the waiting game started. 

It was ultimately determined by the bomb squad 
that there were no bombs in the computer parts, 
and the neighborhood people returned to their 
homes. The police, fire personnel and bomb squad 
personnel went home at about 7:15 p.m., home to 
their families.

Rudy Behrens 
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Precautions 
for Halloween 


For children, Halloween is a night 
of fun and adventure, but for parents it 
can be a time of dread. 

To keep this traditionally fun-filled 
night from becoming tragic, the Greater 
Los Angeles Chapter National Safety 
Council offers these tips on how to take 
the hazard out of Halloween. 

—Children’s costumes should be 
large enough so that warm clothing can 
be worn underneath, yet short enough 
so that they don’t cause tripping. Shoes 
that make walking difficult should be 
{ avoided. 

I —To enhance visibility, children 

f should wear costumes that are light in 
I color and are covered with reflective 
J tape. Their trick-or-treat bags should 
j also be covered with reflective tape, 
j —In the event that they get lost, 

I younger children should have their 
i name, address and phone number 

I attached to one of the sleeves, under 

I their costume. 

‘ —Since masks can block children’s 

view of traffic, it is better to have them 
disguise their faces with non-toxic make¬ 
up. If they do wear masks, instruct 
them to remove them before they cross 
the street. 

—Teach children the rules of ped¬ 
estrian safety - to walk on sidewalks 
and not in the streets, to stop at the curb 
or corner and look left, right and then 
left again before crossing the street. 

—Caution children not to eat any 
treat before it can be brought home to 
you for inspection. To curb their 
appetites, give them a snack before they 
start out. When they return, sort through 
their treats and throw away anything 
that looks questionable. 

- —Make sure your children travel 

in familiar neighborhoods and that they 
follow a designated travel route with a 
definite return time. Give them coins 
to call home if any problems arise. 

—Have your children travel in a 
group and, if possible, keep them from 
trick or treating after dark.

The great game of baseball

The first World Series, pronounced 
“Serious” in Brooklyn was played in 1903, 
when the Boston Red Sox beat the Pittsburgh 
Pirates. The country has never been the same. 
From an uncertain start it has grown into a 
national mania that grips the nation six months 
of the year. 

Starting in April it ends in October with 
the playoff of the playoff of the playoffs, 
and finally, the series. Television has brought 
it into our living rooms with sound and color, 
and it is hard to escape. 

Born two years before the first World 
Series, I am definitely on the outer edge of 
the sere and yellow, and there is the tempta¬ 
tion to compare the old with the new. But it 
would be futile, because the game is so much 
different that it once was. The oldtimers would 
be lost in today’s game. 

Every player of the present day has had 


his entire career computerized and there are no 
secrets as to his ability. At the same time, 
they have become robots, directed by signals. 
Let me cite an example. The catcher looks 
at the manager in the dugout, who spits, rubs 
his nose, scratches his ear and perhaps other 
portions of his anatomy and spits again. The 
catcher wiggles his fingers at the pitcher who 
has been walking around the mound, tugging 
at his pants, pulling at his cap and doing 
a little offhand scratching himself. The batter, 
meanwhile, is staring at the third base coach, 
who from his weird gyrations, has a bad case 
of the itch. Ballplayers are paid thousands of 
dollars per hour for their effqrts, but apparently 
have no brains. 

What baseball needs to relieve the joyless, 
over-commercialized game is a little old- 
fashioned humor. Let me give you a few 
examples.

It may seem a bit early to be thinking about 
Christmas, but Christmas in Sierra Madre 
means the Creche in Kersting Court. I remem¬ 
ber it being there my first Christmas in town, 
1962, and it’s been there every year since. 

I think the creche has been placed in 
Kersting Court for some 35 years. The original 
Creche was purchased by Robert’s Market (now 
Howies Market). Traditionally, the first Sun¬ 
day after Thanksgiving, the employees of 
Robert’s Market met in Kersting Court and 
erected the Creche. 

About 1961 the yearly project became too 
heavy for the market to accomplish and they 
turned it over to the Chamber of Commerce, 
who appointed Gordon Baker Lloyd to do the 
honors each year. Gordon continued in that 
capacity for many years and from time to time 
had some near disasters to contend with. 

One early morning, say around 5:30 or 6 
o’clock catastrophy struck the Creche. I was 
at my desk at the Sierra Madre News office 
preparing copy for the day when I chanced to 
glance up to see that the entire Creche was 
ablaze. 

I put in the alarm for the Fire Depart¬ 


ment and answered the alarm myself with en¬ 
gine 42, but, alas, it was far too late. All the 
figures had been consumed by the blaze. It 
was determined that someone waiting for the 
RTD may have accidentally or on purpose 
thrown a lighted cigarette into the straw that 
surrounded the figures and thus the blaze. 

Those of you who knew Gordon under¬ 
stand that the Creche was, for him, a labor of 
love. Of course, he was called after the fire 
was exteinguished. As a side note, that 
fire is how our wonderful old pepper tree came 
to be burned. Anyway, after the fire was out and 
the coals barely cool, Gordon arrived on the 
scene and began to poke around in the ashes. 
In the rubble he found a near perfect cross; 
everything else was consumed. 

With tears of sadness in his eyes and a 
cup in his hand, carrying that burned cross, 
Gordon called on every business in town and 
every person he could contact to raise the neces¬ 
sary funds to refurbish the Creche. The re¬ 
purchase of the figures couldn’t be completed 
until the following year but our Creche was back 
that next year.

In 1928, one of the 
arguments against equality 
for women was that their 
intellectual capabilities 
were simply not in a class 
with those of men.

Practical efficiency was 
all that could be expected.

In that year the well- 
known author, Virginia 
Wolfe, as asked to address 
a women’s college in 
Cambridge on the subject 
of “Women and Fiction.” 
Having meditated as to 
just what was meant by 
that title - Women in 
Fiction? Women Writers 
of Fiction? - she decided 
to discuss the fiction 
commonly accepted about 
the talents of women and 
the reasons for them - 
Fiction about Women. 

Wolfe chose to point 
out how society had 
restricted the opportun¬ 
ities of women. Into the 


1860s, for example, wo¬ 
men were legally chattle 
property, belong!ng 
to their fathers until they 
belonged to their hus¬ 
bands, signing away all 
rights to their own in¬ 
heritance, the fruits of 
their own labors - even 
their own children - when 
they signed the marriage 
certificate. 

Wolfe announced that 
two of the requirements 
for women to write fic¬ 
tion, or anything else, 
were enough money and 
a room of one’s own; 
financial security inde¬ 
pendant of the male sex 
and privacy. That auth¬ 
ors such as Emily Bronte 
and Jane Austin had 
managed to be published 
in spite of the conditions 
under which they lived 
is testimonial to a deter¬ 
mination equal to some 
kind of genius. 

Eileen Atkins, the well- 
known British actress, 
calls her personification 
of Virginia Wolfe 
delivering these lectures 
“A Roi m of One’s Own” 
and has found that pre-

paring and performing 
the subject matter has 
been an education in it¬ 
self. 

“What surprises me is 
how little we have moved 
in some ways since Vir¬ 
ginia’s day. I did not 
consider myself a femin¬ 
ist until I started doing 
this. The theater is a 
pragmatic place where 
your status usually con¬ 
sists of how good you are 
at your job. But I have 
discovered how many of 
my masculine friends 
had never really con¬ 
sidered the telling points 


that Virginia makes in her 
series. I flatter myself 
that I have made a few 
converts.” 

Atkins has appeared 
in many prestigious pro¬ 
ductions on both sides of 
the Atlantic and her 
distinctive features can 
adapt to conventional 
beauty or to historical 
character with a chamel¬ 
eon’s skill. 

“I really do think 
that feminism has often 
gone down the wrong 
road.

Like each and every 
one of us, Jesus needed 
to hear a human voice 
saying, “You know that 
I love you.” Three times 
He repeated to Peter: 
“Do you love me?”

To love Christ is to 
receive from Him a great¬ 
er or lesser share in a 
pastoral gift.

Today a technological 
age intensifies an acute 
sense of success and 
failure.

Paula Randall s 
work auctioned

Excitement is mount¬ 
ing as plans for the Paula 
Randall Silent Auction 
at the Sierra Madre 
Public Library proceed. 
The auction will be held 
at the Library from Nov. 7 
to Dec. 5. 

Joe Soldate, professor 
of sculpture at California 
State University, Los 
Angeles, recently analyzed 
the collection and com¬ 
mented, “Paula Randall 
was an amazing woman, 
a poet, singer, chemist, 
photographer, drafts¬ 
man, sculptor, and 
painter.” 

Soldate found her 
sculpture shows the in¬ 
fluence of Bauhaus De¬ 
sign, the basic premise of 
which is - form follows 
function. The original 
impetus for the Bauhaus 
was to design functional 
items for the machine 
age from a teapot to a 
building. The period of 
its greatest influence 
was roughly from 1920 
to the 1950s. 


The Randall pieces to 
be auctioned are fashion¬ 
ed from diverse materials, 
and show the variety and 
vitality of Ms. Randall’s 
touch. There are plaster 
busts, wood carvings, 
welded brasses, acrylics, 
fiberglass, and abstract 
architectural pieces of 
aluminum casting. Sev¬ 
eral are appropriate for 
indoor or outdoor use. 

Some are an assemb¬ 
lage of shapes in metal/ 
wood. Others evoke seed 
pods, marine life or flow¬ 
ers. Some are an ex¬ 
ploration of a variation 
of geometric shapes, and 
some are powerful 
pieces of motifs of the 
machine age. 

Minimum bid for each 
of the large pieces is 
$200 and for the small 
ones $50. Persons wish¬ 
ing to place a bid will 
fill out a bid envelope 
available at the Library 
Circulation desk.

God has created but a 
handful of truly noble 
beasts. The lion of Africa, 
the leopard of Asia, the 
polar bear, whale 
and bald eagle - majestic 
creatures of our earth. 

Among them are our 
own incomparable desert 
bighorn sheep. 

In all our travels in 
the deserts and moun¬ 
tains of California, Nev¬ 
ada, Arizona and New 
Mexico we have only 
glimpsed these magnifi¬ 
cent creatures on three 
occasions. Each time they 
left an indelible memory. 

Once we found a skull 
and great, curling horns 
which is now a cherished. 
treasure in our mountain 
cabin. 

Indian petroglphys and 
ceremonial bighorn effigy 
bowls attest to the rev¬ 
erence accorded these 
noble animals by our 
first Americans. 

It is thought that our 
big horns arrived only 
10,000 years ago, 
traveling all the way 
from the Middle East 


through Asia, across the 
bridge that now is the 
Bearing Strait and, fin¬ 
ally, into the western 
regions of the United 
States and Mexico. 

Here they settled and 
survived, although never 
in abundant numbers. 
Adverse climatic con¬ 
ditions, disease, preda¬ 
tors and competitors such 
as deer, cattle and wild 
burros kept their num¬ 
bers marginal. Man the 
hunter pushed them 
toward the brink. 

By 1978 there were only 
an estimated 15-20,000 
of them, ranging over 
wild and arid desert 
mountains, seeking the 
dwindling isolated spots 
that suit their shy and 
illusive nature. 

California boasted 
the largest number, up 
to 3700, with an estimated 
620 roaming our own 
San Gabriel and San 
Bernardino mountains. 

In the past 10 years 
the numbers have again 
declined as recent census 
counts reveal, leaving 


some areas now entirely 
devoid. 

But, although man has 
helped to bring them to 
the edge of oblivion, 
man may be able to save 
them and there are those 
who are valiantly striv¬ 
ing to do just that. 

The California Depart¬ 
ment of Fish & Game, 
augmented by members 
of the Society for the 
Conservation of Bighorn 
Sheep and other volun¬ 
teers, have launched a 
concerted effort to stop 


the desperate slide to 
extinction. 

We took part in a 
work weekend in the 
Anza Borrego Desert 
State Park, along with 
some 160 volunteers from 
as far away as Northern 
California, building big 
game guzzlers to hold 
precious water for the 
small herds there. 

The long-range goal of 
the “Waterhold Projects” 
is to see 10,000 of these 
superb animals roaming 
in California by the year 


2000. 

Readers who may wish 
to join work weekends 
building big game guzzlers 
or census-taking trips 
may call the Department 
of Fish & Game in Long 
Beach, (213) 590-5158, 
and ask for Leilani Park. 

It is a heart-warming 
experience to share with 
others who care in an 
effort to save one of our 
truly noble beasts.

Owners seek help 
for mall expansion 


Based on a potential 
increase in sales tax rev¬ 
enue as a result of a pro¬ 
posed 430,000 sq. ft. ex¬ 
pansion to Santa Anita 
Fashion Park, Anita 
Associates, owner of the 
shopping mall, has asked 
the city for financial 
assistance to the tune of 
$15 million. 

At a special study 
session of the Arcadia 
City Council last Thurs¬ 
day, Gen Carpenter ol 
Santa Anita Realty and 
Bill Doyle of The 
Hahn Company, repre¬ 
sentatives of the partner¬ 
ship which owns the mall, 
explained the financial 
picture of the existing 
mall as well as expansion 
plans. 

The owners have pro¬ 
posed a plan whch would 
call for the demolition 
of the former Buffum’s 
department store on the 
west side of the mall and 
the construction of a 
major addition, which 
would include a 142,000 
sq. ft. Nordstrom and 
another 125,000 sq. ft. 
store which would be oc¬ 
cupied by either a May 
Co., or Robinson’s. In 
the event it would be the 
latter. May Co. would 
probably move into the 
existing Robinson’s facil¬ 
ity, which would be re¬ 
modeled and expanded, 
on the east side of the 
mall, i 

Mayor Charles Gilb 
indicated the need for a 
more upscale Robinson’s, 
saying that the current 
facility is “not the store 
it could be.’’ 

Carpenter said that the 


mall owners would rather 
have Robinson’s move 
into a new “fashion wing’’ 
with Nordstrom on the 
west side. He also said 
that there is a firm com¬ 
mitment from Nord¬ 
strom and a “relatively 
firm” deal with May Co. 
However, “l.’m not going 
to tell you that every¬ 
thing is signed, sealed 
and delivered,” he added. 

To build the proposed 
west wing, dirt would be 
moved to make the lower 
level of the expansion 
level with the lower floor 
of the former Buffum’s, 
making way for two 
levels of parking. 

Carpenter explained 
that several stores, which 
have been pursued for 
the mall, have indicated 
that they would be inter¬ 
ested in moving into the 
Arcadia facility if Nord¬ 
strom should locate 
there. 

The west wing would 
also include some 50-60 
new shops. 

From the time bull¬ 
dozers begin, it would 
take from 19 to 21‘A 
months before comple¬ 
tion, according to Doyle, 
who added that the ex¬ 
panded facility, with the 
exception of the east side 
project, would open si¬ 
multaneously in 1994. 

At its Oct. 8 meeting, 
the Arcadia City Council 
approved an expenditure 
of $286,000 to hire Key- 
ser Marston Associations 
for financial consulting 
services in connection 
with the proposed mall 
expansion and the mall 
owner’s request for finan¬ 
cial assistance.

Crawford family hosts 
AFS student from France 


“Even though they 
are generally friendly,” 
Arcadia High School 
students don’t talk much 
to Remy Deutschler, 
maybe, he theorizes, be¬ 
cause they don’t think the 
American Field Service 
exchange student from 
Lyon, France can speak 
English. 

However, Deutschler 
does speak English, hav¬ 
ing taken four years of 
the language in French 
schools. And according 
to his host brother, Jon¬ 
athan Crawford, there is 
a big improvement al¬ 
ready in his English since 
arriving in the United 
States this summer. 

Deutschler is making 
his American home with 
the family of Thomas 
and Karin Crawford. 

The French student is 
taking a full academic 
load while at AHS and 
finds that French in 
Beryl Druker’s class is 
different than taking the 
language in his home¬ 
land. He is enrolled in 
a soccer class and hopes 


to find a soccer club 
with which he can affil¬ 
iate. There is no soccer 
team at his public, co¬ 
ed school in France, how¬ 
ever, he does play on a 
team from his community. 

Deutschler says that 
American schools are 
different, more social, 
that at AHS teachers know 
their students, and that 
there are more activities. 
He already has signed 
up for the AFS, Senior 
Men and French Clubs 
and was named to the 
Homecoming Court. 

As far as the way teen¬ 
agers dress in France, this 
exchange student reports 
that boys don’t wear 
cuffs in their pants or 
shirt sleeves and that 
girls wear straight leg 
pants but not short jeans. 

Before school started, 
Deutschler traveled with 
the Crawford family to 
Lake Tahoe, Glacier, 
Yellowstone and Zion 
National Parks as well as 
Las Vegas. An avid snow 
skier, he had an intro¬ 
duction to waterskiing at 


Flathead Lake in Mon¬ 
tana. He liked Las Vegas, 
where the building were 
like a “fantasy.” 

At home in Arcadia, 
his host family includes 
his parents, two younger 
sisters. Heather and Kim, 
as well as Jonathan, an 
AHS junior who would 
like an AFS experience 
next year. Brother Shawn 
is in college and Tyler, 
who participated in an 
AFS program during his 
tenure at AHS, is on a 
church mission.

Council balks at ABC cutbacks 


Because the State of 
California has proposed 
cutbacks in funding for 
the Department of Alco¬ 
holic Beverage Control 
and because such cuts 
would severely curtail 
enforccement capabilities, 
according to Arcadia 
Police Chief Neal John¬ 
son, the Arcadia City 
Council unanimously 
approved a resolution 
last week which calls upon 
the Governor and the 
legislature “to continue 
funding for the ABC at 
a level necessary so that 
no personnel positions 


are removed because of 
state budgetary compro¬ 
mises during State Fiscal 
Year 1991-92 and there¬ 
after.” 

The resolution goes on 
to say that such reduc¬ 
tion in the funding of the 
budget of the ABC will 
result in “severe and 
adverse impact upon the 
public health, safety and 
welfare.” 

In a memo from John¬ 
son, the chief said that 
ABC agents have worked 
with local investigators 
to take both administra¬ 


tive and criminal action 
against persons and 
licensees who violate the 
State liquor laws. Such 
action has resulted in the 
reduction of criminal 
conduct and its potential 
in licensed premises. 

Johnson pointed out 
that many of the investi¬ 
gations undertaken by 
state agents are beyond 
the capability of the lo¬ 
cal agency and that cut¬ 
ting ABC agents would 
allow outlaw elements to 
operate without con¬ 
straint.
